A balloon ascension at Manhattan beach, 
a summer resort near Denver, Col., yester- 
day afternoon, came near resulting fatally 
for three persons.

Just before the rope was 
cut, the balloon shot up in air and at the 
height of 8000 feet it encountered a storm 
and burst. It fell like so much lead until 
about 1000 feet from earth, then fortunate- 
ly the silk formed itself into a parachute, 
thus stopping the rapidity ofthe fall. The 
three persons struck in a cornfield about 
seven miles from the city, but with such 
force that they were unconscious for several 
hours afterwards. 


Jesse Pomeroy made another attempt to 
escape from his solitary confinement in the 
Mass. State prison Sunday afternoon, but 
was discovered in the act by an officer, and 
his tools taken away. Heis located ina cell 
in the upper arch, and was at work on the 
bars of his window. He had loosened them, 
and had in his possession a caseknife which 
had been notched so as to make a very good 
saw. Had he removed the bars, he would 
have met with supplementary steel bars 
which could not have been disturbed. 
Prison officials believe that it would be a 
good thing for Pomeroy to go out and work 
as the other prisoners do, but his sentence 
of solitary imprisonment for life precludes 
it.

‘The Chinese lepers, Tsang Sing 
and Ong Moy Toi, discharged patients of 
the Charity Hospital, New York, have 
been imprisoned for life as a protection to 
the community. They were exiled to 
North Brother Island in the Sound, where 
a temporary lazeretto has been established. 
Dr. Cyrus Edson, accompanied by Pres- 
ident Wilson of the health board, super- 
intended the transfer. Strict orders were 
given that nobody should approach the 
lepers, who will find their f placed in 
a certain spot every day. The prisoners 
are beyond the releasing power of a ‘habeas 
corpus,” as the board of health invoked 
for the first time the maxim, “public 
safety demands it.” Hop Sing, the other 
leper, is still confined in the Charity Hos- 
pital. He was transferred to North 
Brother Island during theearly part of this 
week.

Heisa 
well known farmer of Bethel, Sullivan 
county. inthe war for the Union he served 
in the 15th New York regiment of heavy 
artillery. He was captured by the rebels, 
and was confined for morethan a year, 
within the stockade at Andersonville, 
where he suftered a full share of hardships 
and privations. Ever since his release be 
has complained at times of distressing 
pains in the head. One morning about a 
week ago he was stricken suddenly and 
Violently insane. He imagined that a squad 
of rebels was after him for the purpose of 
taking him back to the Andersonville pris- 
onpen. In his frenzy he broke away 
from the friends who were striving to re- 
Strain him, and fled into the neighboring 
forests near the head waters of the Mon- 
gaup river. Pretty much all of the adult 
male population of the region, including 
Scores of New York city and Brooklyn 
Summer boarders, turned out to search for 
the fugitive. He haa hidden in the reces- 
Ses of adense swamp, where he remained 
all that night and most of the next day. 
When found he was in a most deplorable 
condition, suffering from hunger and ex- 
posure, and from fears of pursuing rebels 
Who wanted to take him back to Anderson- 
Ville. His recovery is doubtfal. He has a 
wife and six young children.

REMARKS. 


The time has come that a few pair of 
working oxen a week can be disposed of; 
half a dozen pairs might glut the market; 
but still there is a littie talk about working 
oxen. When we say that J. D. Hosmer is 
at his post, at his yard, having working 
oxen on sale, we may know that a few 
airs will find sale. He sold 3 pairs last 
ednesday, so we can safely say that there 
is a starting in this direction. We would 
not advise Maine dealers as yet to market 
them, as they will find hard selling, and 
quite likely will have to dispose of them to 
butchers. The way it is, if Maine seesa 
possibility of «trade in any kind of live 
stock, she sails in, not using a due amount of 
discretion, being creatures after the mighty 
dollar. But Maine does not try her hand 
on 80 large a scale as our cattle exporters, 
who, according to our best information, 
are losing this week, without any exagger- 
ation, $20 a head on what cattle they have 
on the English market, as the foreign mar- 
ket dropped to llc dressed weight, with 
freights at 60 shillings per head. Now 
that is losing money at wholesale. If a 
man ships 1000 cattle, he may count $25,000 
loss. Not always so.

Favored 
customers were supplied in the day at the 
old rates, 21@23 cents, but toward the 
close 23@24 cents was the general rate, 
and a few popular brands, were put up to 
24 cents per pound. Second grades of 
fresh creamery have been selling at 18@19 
cents, but they may do better later in the 
week.
